Light machine guns and teams of horses 
were observed with the troops, Wire entanglements and trace strips ware 
observed on the Yugoslav border. The militia in Cenedul Mare wore blue gray 
uniforms, whiite-bordered epaulets and service caps with Soviet star enbiems.
